A complete written statement as to ttie substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or teleptione interview witfi regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whetiier or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as spedfied in §§ 1.1 11, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademarit Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of parti cipant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Fowler argued the references individually while we considered 
them collectively. We explained to Mr. Fowler that the ('253) reference does teach "diametrically opposed inlet and 
outlet ports and the ('461) discloses the concept of having a chamber with no obstructions. Thus, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinay skill in the art to modify the method and apparatus of Tokuhiro to design a vaporization 
chamber with no obstructions positioned between the intake port and the outlet port in order to allow unimpeded 
settling of liquid droplets produced by nozzle 14 in the gas contained within the vessel (Devries, col.2, lines 52-55). 
Mr.Fowler was advised that arguing the references inividually is not an argument against the motivation statement, 
however, a valid argument should be directed toward the motivation statement for combining the two references..
